Unlike some of his fellow of- 
‘ficera, he does not ask for any 
special consideration on the 
strength of seafaring being a hard 
profession, or because he hag to 
sail in rough seas as well as 
smooth. ‘That's my own problem 
that no one can solve for me, I 
chose this profession, Nohody 
forced me into it,” he says. 

But like most of his fellow of- 
ficers he feels that the companies, 
and the public too, ought to show 
more understanding for a hard job 
that has got to be done.

‘We just don't get the pay to 
compensate us for tho hard work, 
the long absences from home and 
the fact that our children grow up 
without a father. We deserve 
more," Zisser declared. 

The poor pay is also the source 
of the tension on board between 
the Shikma‘s 82 men, cooped up 
for seven days at sea at a time. 
‘After a week at sea we get a few 
hours in port. Do you know how 
expensive everything is in Hurops 
now? Not like it used to be. Even 
in Spain it coasts you $4 for a taxi 
ride to town, and in Marseilles it's 
$10 there and back.” 

Zisser hes sailed on every ship 
the merchant navy has or had.

THE GERMS are neatly stacked 
up in the freezer, waiting to be set 
loose. They are in little laboratory 
bottles labelled Emmenthaler, 
Camembert and Chevre.

Michael Strauss, 
whose father, the late Dr. Richard

In order to keep properly, the 
cheese must be refrigerated at 
specific temperatures and 
humidity.

ROMBERG entered a third 
dimension when he hegan to dis- 
sect the ‘history of art’? via 
callbrated studies of paintings by 
old masters he admires. 
Caravaggio's ‘Supper at Hm- 
maus"’ and Velasquez’ ‘'Las 
Meninas" are scored according to 
tonal range, colour saturation and 
pictorial organization, 
culminating in a concise, abstract 
formulation of the artist's ap- 
proach to painterly problems. 

These particular plates are ac- 
tually lessons about the talents of 
other artists. They are prepared 
by Romberg the teacher, with in- 
sight and intelligence. But after 
studying their content and ap- 
preciating the knowledge ac- 
quired, one tends to go on to the 
next frame without realizing that 
one has had a face-to-face ex- 
perience with art.
